Some traces 
of pale iridescent tone attest to the inspiring originality of this 
impressive piece. The population data at PCGS and NGC confirm 
just how rare this date is in CAM; regular PR66s have a combined

PCGS 5, NGC 4, CAC 3. No CAC approved MS66 has ever sold in auction. There has not been an example of this lofty state of 
preservation sold in auction since November 2013, where one sold for $16,450 but it did not have the color and eye appeal of this one.

However with a little gold plating, the coins were easily 


mistaken for $5 gold pieces so later that year the Type 2 
“with Cents” Lib Nickels were produced. Liberty Nickels 
were replaced in 1913 with the perennially popular Indian 
Head or more commonly referred Buffalo Nickel design.

Amon Carter was, among other things, the publisher of the Fort Worth Star-Telegram and a director of American Airlines, as well as on 
the board of the Texas Rangers Baseball team. He was an avid coin collector, whose amazing collection, which boasted one of the most 
extensive silver dollar and U.S. Gold coin selections was sold by Stack’s in January 1984, where this coin appeared as lot 267. Also 
appearing in that sale was the Specimen 1794 silver dollar, which our founder Laura Sperber bought later on for a world record price for 
any U.S. coin, over $10,000,000!
